STRIKES FOLLOWING 


BACKWORKJOVEMENT 


FEDERAL PLAN OF INTER-

CLEVELAND, 0., June 


17—The threat of. a 
sit- 


down strike in the great 
steel mills of the Mahon- 
ing Valley, in Ohio, devel- 
oped today as Secretary of 
Labor Frances Perkins an- 
nounced 
the 
appointment 


of a three-man board to mediate 
the long-fought strike deadlock. 
The federal board will conduct 
its 
fact-finding 
investigation 
in 
Cleveland. 


Spokesmen for the Republic Steel 
corporation and Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube, two of the principal in- 
dependents involved in tho strike, 
said they did not know if the com- 
panies would agree that the media- 
tion board arbitrate the dispute. 


Coupled with the move of direct 
federal intervention came the an- 
nouncement by John Owens, Ohio 
strike chief of the C. I. O. that a 
projected back-to-work 
movement 
In Mahoning Valley stool plants 
would inevitably result in sit-down 
strikes If the plants re-open before 
the union obtains signed contracts. 


Owens charged that leaders of 


the back-to-work movement were 
"being paid directly or indirectly 
by the steel companies." 


Bloodshed entered the far-flung 
"battle of steel" again at Canton, 
O., where a picket, Stephen Mann, 
19, was shot In the arm during the 
first shipment of steel from the 


. Canton Republic Steel plant since 
the strike was called. 
The wounded man said a railroad 


policeman shot him without provo- 
cation as he was watching the 
movement of 145 carloads into the 
plant and 
47 carloads outward 
bound.

Alexander G. Chcrvlakoff, lead- 


er of the white Russion 
Soviet 


Socialist Republic, which adjoins 
Poland, was said by the govern- 
ment to have- committed suicide.

"family reasons." But he had boon 
denounced at a communist party 
meeting at Minsk, capital of white 
Russia, 45 of his colleagues had 
been seized on treason charges, 
and the former commander of the

Processing of natural gas 
into 
valuable 
commercial 


by-products by means of 
electric discharges appear- 
ed today as a possible boon 
to an already gigantic in- 
dustry. 


Dr.'E. P. Schoch, University of 
Texas chemical expert, announced 
discovery, after seven years intens- 
ive research, of tho now processing 
method and 
said 
patent rights 


would be vested in tho State of 
Texas. 


He was assisted by graduate stu- 
dents who wrote their doctor of 
philosophy theses on the subject. 
The papers have boon placed un- 
der lock and key and none will bo 
available until the patent rights are 
obtained, Dr. Schoch said. 
He said the process would yield 
a number of by-products, including 
carbon black and acetylene. The 
gas could be treated directly at 
well heads, and every well accord- 
Ing to Schoch, would become the 
potential seat of a factory. 
The tall, graying proessor, who 
was Governor James V. Allred's 
personal representative at an in- 
vestigation of tho natural gas ex- 
plosion which wrecked a building 
and killed hundreds of school chil- 
dren at New London, Texas, said 
application of his discovery would 
bring widespread economic bene- 
fits. 


He saw In it a means of saving 


$200,000,000 worth of natural gas 
wasted annually and . increasing 
five-fold the value of that sold each 
year for $20,000,000. 


"Two

than Is now obtained and an eco-

production

acetylene, 
havo been" shown already," he 'said.

.centive for prompt tax payments, 
even it If was necessary for the 
taxpayer' to borrow money.

"If a 
citizen 
wants to take advantage of the

SHOWING ACTIVITY 
IN SOME DISTRICTS 


Spotted, but 
severe 
outbreaks 


of grasshoppers have shown up 
recently in several sections of Na- 
varro,' according to County Agent 
H. C. Robinson, with the most 
^.serious damage reported from the 
Rlchland Creek area in the lower 
portion of the county. 
Since vegetation In pastures has 
started drying up, the 
hoppers 
have started migrating from theii 
hatching and feeding grounds in 
..the pastures, creek bottoms and 
"along fence rows to the more 
succulent green field crops, with 
corn and cotton seemingly their 
preferred food. Local residents in 
the Rlchland Creek area state 
that these insects are more num- 
erous this year than They have 
ever been In the past, and are 
making 
preparations for a de- 
termined fight against them as 
soon as they start migrating In 
larger numbers. This will likely 
he within a short time, when the 
insects have developed wings. 
Control measures which 
have 
proved 
effective, 
Involve 
tho 
broadcasting 
of a poison bran 
mash In the areas where the 
hoppers are working. A new form- 
ula being used with good results 
consists of a largo percentage o: 
sawdust, nnd makes the poison 
mash considerably cheaper. Coun- 
ty Agent Robinson states that he 
will be glad to furnish anyone 
interested with formulas for mak 
ing -and distributing this poison.

While Its policies 
and equipment have been kept up 
to date, meeting the requirements

trade, 
many of the original fixtures, such 
as shelves, cabinets and showcases 
still remain, 
giving 
the store 
the air of the original apothecary 
shop. 
In Mr. Brown's 
office, behind 
the prescription counter is one 
of the two original "show globes" 
which at the time of the found- 
ing of the store was the "sign" 
of the chemist's shop, like the bar- 
ber pole is the emblem of bar- 
bershops today. One of the globes 
has been broken. 
Hand blown 
and elaborately 
decorated 
with 
hand etchings the globe stands 
more than two feet high. Just over 
the base or foot is a large 
bowl 
into which Is fitted a ground 
glass stopper, and 
from which 
rises a smaller globe on a deli- 
cately etched stem ornament. An- 
other elaborate ornament tops the 
second globe. 
Both 
globes are

—(Spl.)—Officials of the Bureau 
ot Entomology and Plant Quaran- 
tine have advised R. R. Reppert, 
entomologist of the Texas Exten- 


sion Service and state leader In 
the grasshopper control campaign, 
that they are making a second al- 
lotment of poison bait material 
for the state. 


Reppert wired Washington offi- 
cials the Texas grasshopper infes- 
tation was even worse than had 
been anticipated and 
requested 
that the original 
allotment bo 
tripled. 


Texas had been allotted 490 tons 


of bran and 4,900 gallons of so- 
dium arsenite. The new allotment 
consists of 1,000 tons of bran and 
20,000 gallons of sodium arsenite. 


Rain In the Texas Panhandle, 
the site of the worse grasshopper 
damage, held down damage 
as 


tho grasshoppers found plenty of 
grass and weeds along fence rows 
and ditches, their favorite abode.

Across 
four 
thousand 
years 


comes to us a famllar, 
colorful 
tale, fraught with vital meanings 
for our own perplexed day. It is 
the story, dear to all who love ro- 
mance, of how Joseph, the 
fa- 


'vorlte son of his father Jacob, 
whom cruel brothers had sold Into 
slavery, but who 
prime minister of 
had 
become 


Egypt, 
sum- 
moned the family 
from famine- 
stricken Canaan and 
established 


them In prosperity in the Land of 
Gosh en. 


Nobody who knows the Orient 
can see anything wonderful in a 
man's thus 
providing 
for 
his 


father and kindred. It is the age- 
less way of the cast, where the 
family Is the strongest unit. All 
oriental officials* fill their offices 
with relatives. In Japan I was 
told of a church treasurer who 
used the church's funds to pay 
\Ms 
father's 
debts; 
and 
could 
,'hardly see that he 
had 
done 
/ywr'ong, since loyallly to parents is 
1 the first virtue! 
Our Eastern-born 
religion 
has 


been Insistent upon the princple 
of family fidelity. The New Testa- 
kmcnt calls one who docs not care 
flor his own "worse than the In- 
ffldel." 
Christendom 
has 
been 


shocked by the news from Russia 
that children there 
are 
being 
taught to spy upon their parents, 
and to report to the government 
any lack of zeal for the Soviet 
State. 
At Dlarbeklr I mice took aboard 
my kelck, or goatskin raft, a ser- 
vant who was a ragged, impover- 
ished Armenian, 
without—as 
he 


thought—a relative in the world. 
But when he reached Bagdad we 
discovered an 
affluent 
brother, 


•who likewise had 
escaped 
the 
massacre. His first care was to 
dress his brother, 
my 
servant, 


like an effendl, and establish him 
in a comfortable position. 
The 


voice of the blood speaks loudest 
in the East. 
Orient Versus Occident. 


Such is the way of the Orient, 
as Joseph's beautiful reception of 
his father makes plain. But what 
of us today in the West? Family 
ties 
grow 
weaker, 
instead 
of 
stronger. Home life is supplanted 
by movies and parties and dances 
and restaurants. 
Divorce 
Is 
a 
black shadow over 
the 
United 
States. The Nation 
Is 
stirred 
over old-age pension projects and 
laws. We are passing on to the 
State the family's responsibility to 
care for its aged members. And 
nobody seems to give a thought to 
the momentous change 
that 
is 
taking place in the world's oldest 
For 
if 
family 
life 
the Country 
cannot 


Not that we oppose old-age pen- 


sions, or any other form of pro- 
tection to those who are on the 
sunset side of the hill of 
lifes 
journey. Perhaps In the process 
<>nre may develop a new concern 
for the welfare of the aged. 
But 


if sons and daughters are to be 
relieved of their 
ancient 
filial 


duty, something fine and beauti- 
ful and cohesive will have gone 
out of life. 
Can the enactment 
of an old-age pension law be the 
fulfillment 
of the Bible's many 
and basic injunctions to children 
concerning the honoring of their 
parents? 
Is anything less than 


the Joseph way a Christian way? 
This Lesson should search deeply 
into the hearts of sons and daugh- 
ters. Be it ever remembered that 
the dying words of Jesus on the 
Cross made 
provision for 
His 


mother. The Great Trek. 
Aged Jacob dwelt In a black 
tent at Hebron when his sons re- 


turned from their Egyptian quest 
for food. At first, he refused to 
believe their marvellous story, of 
his son Joseph still 
alive, 
and 


risen to highest power in Egypt. 
The wildest folk tales had "not 
equalled this one. Yet when the 
laden wagons appeared, overflow- 
Ing with food 
and 
sumptuous 


gifts, and after each 
son 
had 


given his version of the recogni- 
tion of Joseph, the patriarch con- 
sented to the migration. Moving 
from an old home is not easy for 


preparation, 
and

What an imposing caravan it must 
have been! There was a stop at 
Becrsheba, with its wells and sac- 
red associations, the last town on 
the edge of "the sown" before en- 
tering the desert. 
Writing these words calls to 
mind my own expeditions in Sinai, 
with Beersheba as jumping 
off 


place. Only I travelled in an au- 
tomobile. "The Turks 
and Ger- 
mans. during the war, had made 
the old voad, for many miles, fit 
for motor travel and they had 
even begun a railway. With thn 
bridges and culverts now out, this 
speed-tempting highway is rather 
a 
sporting 
proposition. 
Soon, 


however, the flinty wastes are en- 
tered. where the trial is barely 
traceable. 
Sinni is not all sand, 


hut largely flint. I hope old Jacob 
did not have to undergo one of 
the sand-storms, which drive fine 
particles of flint' and sand Into 
every exposed surface of the body. 
There are many mirages, but few 
wells or oases, on the long road 
into Egypt— although most of the 
Sinai Peninsula is today an Egyp- 
tian possession. ,.. 


A Nation In A Caravan. 
Just as the 
covered 
wagons, 


which crossed the plains of North 
America, did not to the eye con- 
vey the picture of two great new 
nations in the making, 
so that 
slow, overladen train of Egyptian 
wagons, whch bore Jacob and his 
household down into Egypt, gave 
small Indication that here was a 
new, great nation in its begin- 
nngs. Seldom is it given to man 
to discern the vastness of the 
Providences at work 
under 
his 


eyes. Where are the seers 
who 


can foretell what a 
future for 
mankind is now manifestly in the 
making? 
Over all this dramatic story of 


Joseph and Jacob is written large 
"The beautiful will of God." The 
Father was all along working His 
purposes out for the welfare of 
His children, in fulfillment of Hib 
promises. That Joseph should go 
to Egypt, to prepare the way for 
his people; and that Jacob's house- 
hold should be settled In a place 
apart, where they could be dis- 
ciplined into nationhood, is 
all 


very clear now. But it was a 
mystery while in proces. We may 
not foretell God's purposes in our 
lives; but we may be s,ure that 
they are all good. Out of Joseph's 
filial loyalty grew a great peo- 
ple who have always cherished 
the family.
